Grand Jury Returns More True 
Bills Against Realty Operator 
in Final Report. 


CHARGES NOT. GIVEN OUT 


Defendant Now Under $32,000 
Bond on Four Counts Alleg- 
ing Embezzlement. 


Sixty-nine more indictments wore re- 
turned today against Beverly C, Stevens. 
St. Louis County real estate operator, 
when the county grand jury completed 


its investigation of his business trans- 
actions and reported to Circuit Judge 
Wurdeman at Clayton. 

Bach indictment represents a _  busi- 
ness transaction whi:h the grand jjirors 
are convinced constituted fraud of somo 
sort against a client. Four previous in- 
dictments, returned by the same grand 
jury Nov. i, charged embezzlenient. 
Stevens also is under indictment at St. 
Charlies on three counts, returned by é& 
grand jury there Nov. 14. These charg? 
forgery. 

Stevens is under $32,000 bail to answer 
the firet four St. Louis County indict- 
ments and to answer to three warrants 
which previously had been issued 
against him by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, to hold him pending the grand jury 
His -sister. Mrs. Jennie 
C. Higgins of 4422 Morgan street, 42 
widow, is his surety for this amount. 

Stevens’ Whereabouts a Mystery. 

Stevens’ whereabeuts as not been 
known to Sheriff Bode since the realty 
Gealer, following his pusiness failur:. 
moved from his residence at 5230 Wash- 
mgton avenue. Each time that a war- 
rant or indictment has been returned 
Stevens has appeared at Clayton with 
his counsel and furnished bond. 

The “Stevens grand jury,’’ as it was 
called in Clayton, began investigating 
Stevens’ business transactidns on Oct. 
12, after the Post-Dispatch had printed 
for @ month a series of stories disclos- 
ing Stevens’ unusual business methods, 
and interviews in which his clients told 
of losing their savings through realty 
dealings with him. 

He had built up a large clientele be- 
cause he was generally regarded as a 
reliable man, and especially because he 
was always prompt in paying the inter- 
est on loans he handled. Widows, espe- 
cially, invested their money through him, 
permitting him to select property upon 
which their money was to be loaned. 
Quite a number of these are included 
among the clients who probably will re- 
cover little, # any, of their money. 

150 Clients Testified. 

About 150 of Stevens’ clients testified 
before the grand jury. The investiga- 
tion has cost the county between $1200 
and $1500. 

Tt was known the grand jury intended 
reporting today, as Judge Wurdeman's 
stenographer had been busy several 
days writing the indictments. When

Klug was. the 
State’s last witness, and Kratz’s law- 
yer, Cleveland A. Newton, said he would 
move that Judge Hennings dismiss 
Kratz, on the ground that no case had 
been made. : 

The State had undertaken to show 
that Kratz offered Klug $500 to vote for 
the passage, over Mayor Kiel's veto, of 
the proposed increase in the tax rate to 
provide for the building of the free 
bridge wagon approach. This matter 
was pending in May, 1913. 

The passage of the measure would 
have enabled the Southern Traction Co. 
of Illinois to complete its line, unde~ 
the St. Louis franchise which it then 
held, but which has since been re- 
pealed. 

Holdenreid’s Testimony. 

Leonard A. Holdenreid, carpet and 
wall paper dealer, of 3008 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, testified that Kratz sent 
him to see Klug, on the morning of th- 
day when the House was to vote on the 
measure at a special afternoon session. 
He said Kratz authorized him to offer 
Klug $60 for his vote, saying that the 
money could be slipped into Klug’s 
pocket by Holdenreid or some other 
friend as Klug walked along the streer. 

Holdenreid said he went to Klug’s sa- 
loon at Lemp avenue and Arsenal street 
and asked him how he stood on the tax 
rate increase. Klug said he was against 
it, and Holdenreid then mentioned tne 
$300 offer, the witness said. Holdenreid 
testified that Klug asked who was back 
of the offer, and that when he name’ 
Kratz, Klug asked, ‘‘Will he make it 
$800?" He testified that he then took 
Klug to Kratz's saloon on Sixth street, 
stopping at the city hall on the way, 
and said that Klug talked to Krat? 
thene, 

Drank in Five Saloons. 

Holdenreid admitted that he had been 
drinking in five saloons before he went 
to Kratz’s the first time, that he drank 
wine with Klug at Klug’s saloon, that 
he toeok another drink. on reaching 
Kratz's, and that by that time he was 
too much affected by his potations to 
remember the occurrences at Kratz’s. 

“Isn't it a fact,” Attorney Newton 
asked him, in cross-examination, “that 
you got drunk, started some talk that 
got you in trouble, and then accused 
Kratz in the attempt to save yourself?’ 
Holdenreid said it was not a fact. He is 
still under indictment in the case, hav- 
ing been indicted before he gave the 
testimcny which caused Kratz’s indict- 
ment.

“Wiped Out” by Court. 


Dec. 16.—The stringent 
prohibiting shipment 
territory in Texas, 
was today practically invalidated by a 
decision of the Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals which Judge Prendergast, who 
presided, said ‘‘wiped it off the statute 
books.”’ 

Today's decision declared any person 
or agent might carry or ship liquor into 
dry territory provided it was not the 
intention to use the liquor for unlawful 
purposes or for resale in dry area. The 
Allison law forbade newspapers to 
carry liquor advertisements in dry ter- 
ritory.

Fragment Tears Away Part of 
Transylvania’s Rail Off North- 
ern Coast Ireland. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The big Cunard 
liner Transvivania, in today from Liver- 
pool with 366 passengers, had a narrow 
escape from destruction by a mine at 4 
o'clock in the morning of Dec. 6. Dur- 
ing a storm off the north coast of 
Ireland two mines were dashed togeth- 
er by the waves and exploded about 25 
feet off the steamer’s bow. 

A fragment of steel from one of the 
mines shot across the deck of the liner 
and tore away a part of the railing. 
It then fell upon the deck and was 
nicked up hy one of the passengers. 

The of the explosion, it 
said, lifted the bow. of 
Vania out of the water. 

The Transylvania left Liverpool at 5 
“clock the afternoon of Dec. 5. WDur- 
ing the night the steamer ran into a 
heavy storm and many of the passen- 
gers were awakened by the tossing of 
the ship.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The first gun in the long-expected Ger- 
man attack on English soil was fired today, and for the first time 
in the history of the United Kingdom hostile warships bombarded 
English towns. The famous watering place, Scarborough and the 
nearby towns of Hartlepool, Redcar and Whitby, on the shore of the 
North Sea, about 200 miles north of London and 340 miles west of 


Helgoland, the island which guards the German naval base at 
Wilhelmshaven, were shelled by German warships. og 


The Official Press Bureau this afternoon made the following annouaee 
ment with regard to the attack:

The press bureau's earlier announcement, issued shortly before 11:30, 
said: “Our flotillas- have at various points been engaged. The situati¢n 
is developing.” 

There were no further official reports, however, of a naval engage- 
ment, though rumors were current in London that two German cruisers 
had been sunk in the North Sea. 

The Yorkshire Evening News reports that two German cruisers were 
sunk in the engagement and that the British flotilla was damaged. 
Ships Creep to Coast During Misty Night. 

A German squadron, the size of which is not yet known, crept Up 
during a misty night. When the fogs cleared between 7 and 9 o'clock this 
morning the vessels of this squadron opened fire on the three towns. 
Forty miles separates Scarborough from Hartlepool. 

British flotillas are engaging these invaders of British waters and 
the fortress of West Hartlepool, off the mouth of the River Tess, fired 
upon the enemy. 

The unofficial reports reaching London by telephone were confused 
and probably exaggerated. An eyewitness at the seaside resort of Seat 
borough estimates that 50 shells landed in the town, wrecking the Bal- 
moral Hotel, a number of houses and the railroad station. One of the 
objectives of the attack was St. Martin's Church, which was damaged. 
A woman behind the counter of a shop was killed, and her husband was 
wounded. 

Messages from Hartlepool say the local gas works and the tung 
yards were set afire by the shells of the German ships. The estiniate 
of the casualties at Hartlepool, nine people killed, probably is guesswork. 
Resident of Whitby Dies From Shell Wound.

Austria’s “Crushing Blew” Fails. 

Aside from romantic vircumstances 
what has happened in Servia is 
plain. When Germany launched her 
threat at Warsaw in October and 
the whole Russian line was com- 
pelled to go back, a huge Austrian 
force, thus released, was sent south 
to overwhelm the Serbs, who from 
the time of their victory at the Jedar 
in August had maintained the fight- 
ing in Bosnian territory. It was the 
hope and the expectation of the 
Austro-German commanders that the 
Serbs would be crushed before Rus- 
sian offensive became dangerous. 

This calculation failed. By mid- 
November Russian armies were back 
in Western Galicia, were across the 
Carpathians in Hungary, were 
. threatening new raids toward Buda- 
pest and the prompt capture of Cra- 
cow. 

At this time the Servian army. 
beaten, driven, was far back in Ser- 
vian territory and Belgrade seemed 
about soon to fall, did fall shortly.

Conseguences of Austria’s Defeat. 

The military consequences of Ser- 
via’s escape may be measured in a 
new invasion of Bosnia.

He Wants to Know if Employes 
Can Sell Official Information 
After Office Hours.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16.—Secretary 
of State Roach, piqued at Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker's opinion in the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday, that employes of the 
State and Insurance Departments can- 
not properly sell information compiled 


from official records during the work- 


ing hours for which they are paid by 
the State, last night sent a letter to 
Barker, asking if the clerk could sel! 
such information if compiled outside of 
office hours. 

Secretary Roach said that if Barker 
ruled against the practice he would or- 
der it stopped. 

When first interviewed by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday, Roach declared 
it was impossible that any of the em- 
ployes in his department could be sell- 
ing information. He declared the records 
in his office were locked in the steel 
vaults promptly at the close of busi- 
pess each day; that it would not be pos- 
sible for the work to be done pages 
during office hours, and that he 
issued orders that all clerks and em- 
ployes should attend strictly to offi- 
cial duties during such hours. He said 
he believed they were complying with 
his orders. 

Plan of Selling Information. 

A plan for selling information former- 
ly employed in the State Department 
was @ stereotyped reply sent to all per- 
sons who wrote asking for information 
from the files of the office. 

A letter would be written to the ap- 
plicant for information, informing him 
*hat the clerks in the office did not 

ve time to furnish him the informa- 
tion, but that, if he would write.to M. 
H. Millard at a certain address, the in- 
formation would be supplied. 

M. H. Millard is Miss Mina H. Mil-. 
lard, Roach's sister-in-law, and is his 
confidential clerk in the State Depart- 
ment. The State pays her a salary of 
1200 a year. 

Roach said that Miss Millard former- 
fy prepared information for concerns 
applying for it, but that she had dis- 
- eontinued this work. Miss Millard said 

- she was not selling information.

Charles G. Revelle, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, brought to the 
Post-Dispatch today the following de- 
fense of the action of his clerks, who 
were accused of selling information com- 
piled during regular office hours: 

“At the time this matter was brought 
to my attention, I carefully investigated 
the law and found nothing whatever 
prohibiting it unless it was the consti- 
tutional provision which requires ‘all 
public officers to devote their time to 
their official duties.’ The courts, in con- 
struing this provision, have held that :t 
only requires officers to devote ‘o offi- 
cial duties office hours and that outside 
such hours they can do with their time 
as they see fit. If they prefer to de- 
vote their unofficial time to other re- 


imunerative functions instead of spendin: 


it in idleness, the courts say, such is 
their privilege. 

‘The services for which my clerks 
have been criticised are rendered at 
night’ and during unofficial hours, and 
the constitutional provision cannot be 
construed to prohibit this.” 

Revelle also called attention to Bar-

This rep- 
resents the amount to be turned over to 
the new treasurer. 

The balance, Pfuhl said, consisted of 
the following items: Estates of deceased 
persons fund, $6336.64; State’s Attorney’s 
fund, $2203.04; institution fund, $863.10; 
unclaimed witness fees fund, $2617.45; 
condemnation fund, $733.29; sundry de- 
posits, $3284.32; inheritance tax fund, 
$2567.73; general county fund, $6655.01. 

Pfuhl said the payments of general 
and special tax collections to townships 
and municipalities had been made with- 
in the past few days, the last one hav- 
ing been made to East St. Louis. 

Because the books were not posted up 
to date, the new Treasurer refused last 
week to take over the county funds. 
Abt said at that time that there had 
been a delay in getting the accounts in 
shape, but that all the money due would 
be accounted for.

East. St. Louis Official Says Mayor In- 
terfered With His Duties and 
Blocked s:conomy. 

George Boismenue, Comptroller of

Boismenue gave no reason in his resig- 
nation for his action.

The direct reason, he said, 
was the action of the City Council in 
creating the office of Assistant Corpor- 
ation Counsel at Monday night’s meet- 
ing: Mayor Chamberlin, he said, was 
responsible for the action, which was 
taken in the face of Boismenue’s efforts 
to hold down expenses, 

Boismenue explained that he did not 
seek the office and only accepted it 


with the understanding that he would 
be permitted to name his own assist- 
ants and conduct the office without in- 
terference. Chamberlin told him, he 
said, that all he wanted was efficiency, 
but had interfered with him many times 
to the detriment of efficiency. ‘‘I don’t 
belleve in placing politics ahead of busi- 
ness,”” he said.

INSANE IN, INSTITUTION 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Declaring 
that while there has been an enormous 
increase in the number of insane under 
institutional care in the United States 
the Census Bureau in a report today 
states that this in itself is not con- 
clusive proof of an increase of insanity 
in the general population outside of in- 
stitutions. 

The number of insane reported in in- 
stitutions increased from 150,151 in 194 
to 187,791 in 1910, an increase of % per 
cent. 

In: 1904 out of every 100,000 persons in 
the total population, 184 were reported 
in institutions for the insane; by 1910 
the number had increased to 204, . 

The popular impression that lonelines 
of country life is an important cause of 
insanity is not borne out by the statis- 
tics, which indicate that more insanity 
is due to the stress and strain, the keen- 
er competition, the congested conditions 
and the dissipation of city life. 

A partial explanation of the difference 
between city and country, as regards 
their contributions to the hospitals for 
the insane, is found in the statistics of 
cases of general paralysis and of aljco- 
holic psychosis. Of the total number of 
persons admitted to hospitals in 191), 
16.8 per cent, or more than one-sixth 
were afflicted with one or the other of 
these diseases.

NEVADA'S CHEF. 
JUSTICE. NABGED 
HER, WIFE SAYS 


Friends-of Mrs. Sweeney Reveal 
Details of ‘Cruelty’? Charges 
in Secret Divorce Suit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

CARSON CITY, Nev., Dec. 16.—Friends 
of Mrs. Mabel Trembath Sweeney, who 
is suing Chief Justice Sweeney of the 
Nevada Supreme Court for divorce, have 
told some of the details of her charges of 
cruelty against the youngest member of 
a State Supreme. bench. The pa- 
pers in the action against Sweeney, who 
is only 37 years old, and who has been 
noted for his support of the State’s 
“easy divorce law,” are in the secret 
files of the court here. 

According to friends, Mrs. Sweeney al- 
leges in the complaint filed in court that 
ever since 1904 her busband has used im- 
rroper language to her and has nagged 
her before others. She vers that last 
July, at a dinner, she left the table to 
escape such an experience. She asserts 
that her husband failed to provide her 
with funds necessary to her daily home 
expenses and that her .remonstrances 
have proven useless. 

Mrs. Sweeney says his actions have 
caused her untold suffering of mind and 
body and that she fears a continuance 
of such conditions would ruin her life. 

Mrs. Sweeney asserts she has had ex- 
tremely trying experiences with her hus- 
band for several years and that condi- 
{tions becoming steadily worse, she felt 
‘compelled to take legal action. 

Last month, at a conference between 
them, she says, she copied séveral] 
statements he then made wherein he 
expressed his desire that she should not 
remain in Carson City. At one time 
he declared what punishment he would 
inflict upon his little daughter if she 
should ever permit her pet saddle pony 
to walk on the lawn of his adjacent 
property, she alleges. 

He once told her when they were to- 

gether in a room at home, she says, 
‘that the ‘‘quicker I got out the bet- 
ter.”’ 
' She declares she has always been a 
faithful wife and that he knows this 
to be @ fact. She asks the custody of 
their child and for a reasonable share 
of their property. Sweeney, she as- 
serts, has accumulated large means 
Since their marriage. 

Both Judge Sweeney and Mrs. Sweeney 
are in Carson City. Sweeney is ex- 
pected to make an answer of denial 
this week. Mrs. Sweeney has algo 
asked for an injunction to prevent her 
husband from disposing of any property 
held in his name or any community 
property. This request will be heard on 
Dec. 24. Since filing the petition Mrs. 
Sweeney has declined to make a state- 
ment and her husband has kept silent. 
The daughter, Alice Louise, is with Mrs. 
Sweeney. The property involved is said 
to be worth $8,000 to $100,000. They 
were married in Virginia City, Dec. 14, 
1902, 

It is said that Judge Sweeney has 
agreed as to the custody of the child. 
It is generally understood she will live 
with her mother. It is also said he 
has agreed to an *adjustment of the 
property.

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Stormy Time in the House 
Politicians Say. | 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16.—Observ- 
ers of political events see rocky shoals 
ahead of Gov. Major’s ship. of state dur- 
ing the coming session of the Legisla- 
ture, which convenes Jan. 6. Frank Hh. 
Farris, representative from Phelps 
County, is the menibe: who is expected 
to wreck the Major machine. 

Farris has for several montus been 
cutspoken in his opposition to the Gov- 
ernor. He has characterized s-evera] 
other of the State officers as ‘‘the small- 
est the Democratic party has ever hai 
in office.”” He has tolé his friends that 
he doesn’t owe Major or anybody else 
anything, that he has not one “pet’’ 
measure which he desires to see passed. 
and that there is no tile which wil] pre- 
vent him from voting and working as 
he pleases. 

This announcement of his attitude is 
construed by his friends and by tie 
friends of the administration as amount- 
ing to almost a declaration of war. 


Democratic Majority Only 5. 
Farris is conceded by his friends and 


enemies, of both of which there are 
many, to be one of the most resource- 
ful.and most successful fighters ever in 
either branch of the Legislature. In 
every session in which he has served 
he has had from 19 to 20 members on 
whom he could count to work and vote 
as he told them to. 

In the next House, of which Farris 
will be a member, the Democrats have 


a majority of only five votes. If Far- 
ris should throw his influence against 
the Governor, politicians say, there is 


little doubt that he can prevent the 
passage of the Governor’s pet mezs- 
ures. 

It is not thought probable that Far- 
ris would be able to obtain the passag° 
of measures opposed by the Governor, 
but on that proposition, he says, there 
are no measures which he particularly 
favors. 

The exact strength of Major with the 

Democrats has not developed, though it 
is Known that there are many other 
members beside Farris who have noi 
forgotten the Major-Cowherd campaign, 
and who will oppose the Governor. 
Farris discussed with a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the report that he would 
oppose the Governor. He said: 
“T am going to the Legislature abso- 
lutely free of all ties. I don’t owe Gov. 
Major or anybody else a solitary thins. 
If the Governor has any measures which 
appeal to me, I shall support them, of 
course, but if they don’t appeal to me 
I shall not hesitate to fight them. Just 
because they are backed by @ man who 
has been elected Governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket is no reason why I should 
support them. 


Won’t Have Any Bills. 
“T will not be in « yosition where I 


shall have to aid other members in or- 
der to get votes for my bills, because I 
won't have any bills that I care par- 
ticularly about.”’ 

The support Farris will receive from 
Senators in his district will not be de- 
termined until the session is under way. 
In the Senate will be William H. Phelps 
of Carthage and John F. Morton of 
Richmond, both of whom have long 
been friends of Farris. It is predicted, 
however, that Phelps will be rather 
close to the Major machine, as his prin- 
cipal object in life just now is to have 
Carthage stone used in the new capitol, 
and it is not expected that he will an- 
tagonize the administration, 

Morton will be an enigma. He is as 
resourceful and shrewd as Farris and 
they are warm personal friends. Mor- 
ton was for Cowherd for Governor, and 
is not overly friendly to Major, but he 
has not indicated hyw he will line up 
in the Senate. 

Senator Wallace Crossley of Warrens- 
burg is another leader in the Senate 
who: is a Cowherd man, and is not par- 
ticularly friendly to the Governor. 
This known opposition, coupled with: 
the facts that the Governor is entering 
on the last half of his term, practically 
all of his appointments have been made, 
and he has few favors to extend in re- 
turn for favors, leads wise political 
heads to the prediction that the Gov- 
ernor will not have smooth sailing with 
his pet measures.

BOSTON, Dec. 16.—Blind for nine 
years and practically sightless for 
nine years before that, Frank  H. 
Haynes of Hyde Park, once a famous 
horseracer, now can see. Arising from 
bed yesterday morning, his head 
struck the bedpost. A few minutes 
later he could see as well as:ever. 

"When I awoke,” he said, “TI sat 
up in bed, then stooped over to grope 
for my shoes. In doing this I struck 
the post of the bed. Soon I noticed 
what appeared to be a shadow of my 
hand. Then I saw the whole room.”

NEW IDEA Or WAR’ 


Marguerite Martyn Says Realism 
Portrayed Is Not Apparent 
in Work of Painters. 


ANTWERP SEEN IN FLAMES 


Plight of Fleeing Inhabitants Is 
Pitiful—Battle Scenes 
Thrilling. 


By Marguerite Martyn. 
AINTERS and illustrators strive 
be with all the art they can master 
and glories of war. 


to bring home to us the horrors 

But, accepting the 
veracity of the camera, as we must, the 
present European war scenes spread be- 


fore us at the Garrick Theater, by 
means of the vitagraph every day this | 
week, eliminate most of the great paint- 
ers as dealers in mere stagy, theatrical 
clap-trap. There is a conspicuous ab- 
sence of the brilliant military accouter- 
ment, of tactical and orderly group- 
ing, of flashing steel and charging 
steeds, of smoke, blood and carnage to 
which painters resort in order to im- 
press us. But none of these accessories 
are required in these motion pictures to 
tell us what we are looking at is war. 

One becomes quite intimately .ac- 
quainted with that smiling, cigarette 
smoking fellow there not 50 yards in 
front of us. He waves his hand to us, 
Then tossing his cigarette away he 
picks up a shell someone has dropped 
on the ground, loads his rifle and hur- 
ries up the little embankment-— under 
some willow trees. We see him place 
his rifle to his shoulder and lose him- 
self in the group of crouching comrades 
who are firing with their backs to us, 

Presently two arms’ are thrown up. 
A figure falls. It is seized and dragged 
down the slope. Oh, surely, it can’t be 
the chap we knew and liked so well a 
moment ago. Men with white bands and 
crosses on their arms stoop over him. 
We've no time to identify, for another 
and another picture follows, equally 
poignant. 

Towns Hurriedly Deserted. 

And there are ~ motionless. pictures 
equally telling. We come suddenly upon 
a perfectly quiet street in Alost. No 
sign of life anywhere. Five or six 
crumpled bodies of men not in soldiers’ 
uniform, mutely testify to how hur- 
riedly were life, business, homes and 
even the dear bodies of the dead aban- 
doned in this little street. 

Swiftly a boat goes by on a broad ex- 
panse of water, out of which tops of 
houses and trees protrude. The boat is 
crowded with a seething mass of hu- 
mans. This might be the River Sty, so 
many signs of death and desolation are 
about. 

Maybe our friend was only wounded or 
maimed after: all. We are transported 
one-half mile away from the firing line, 
the caption tells us. It is a street cor- 
ner of a town. - Double and triple decked 
motor ambulances roll up. Deftiv 
stretchers bearing indefinable burdens 
are thrust in, ten or twelve into each 
ambulance. 

The men with white bands on their 
erms move swiftiy and without wast- 
ing a gesture at the direction of a 
gesticulating man of evident au- 
thority. As one truck makes way for 
another and moves on, Oh, joy! some 
reach out of those nondescript 
bundles and wave, albeit somewhat 
feebly, in response to the evident 
cheering of some bystanders. 

Magically we are elevated to a tower 
in a city where we may look about at 
miles of buildings spread below us on 
all sides. It is a city as broad as St. 
Louis, surely, but how tightly packed, 
how closely wedged the buildings. How 
up into the gabled roofs climb the win- 
dows, rows upon rows of them, to the 
very ridge: pole. It is Antwerp, a 
thriving, bustling center of industry, 
culture, art, when St. Louis was yet un- 
dreamed of. Then we are shown a 
bridge constructed over night of boats 
drawn up alongside each other and 
hordes of people, animals, vehicles are 
moving over it. Antwerp is burning.

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MAKING READY AT CORREGIDOR. 

Corregidor is an island at the entrance to Ma- 
nila Bay. It is strongly fortified. For several 
months beginning with May, 1913, the waters 
adjacent were mined. The garrison was strength- 
ened and provisions and ammunition sufficient 
for a two years’ siege were collected. Manila 
might yield to an enemy, but Corregidor is be- 
lieved to be impregnable. 

For once in his life Representative Hobson, 
who made the statement epitomized above, has 
had something to say on the ‘subject of prepared- 
ness for war that invites attention. Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels heard Mr. Hobson’s testi- 
mony before the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs and when asked to corroborate it remained 
silent. We must therefore accept it as true. 

The activity of Corregidor in 1913, of which 
the people now learn for the first time, was in 
progress when the controversy between the United 
States and Japan in regard to the land laws of 
California was most acute. To have made such 
preparations for attack the authorities at Wash- 
ington must have taken a very serious view of 
the situation. 

What they did corresponus closely wiih what 
ex-President Taft said the other day: 

So far as this country is concerned there 
is only one real possibility of war and that 
is to be found in the wanton, reckless, wicked 
willingness on the part of a narrow section 
of the country to gratify racial prejudice and 
class-hatred by flagrant breach of treaty 
rights in the form of State law or by violence. 
Our early nullifiers pursued their contention 

te the point of secession and domestic war. Are 
their successors to persist until they involve us 
in foreign war? Or will Congress, by appropriate 
legislation, compel states to respect treaties which 
the Constitution pronounces the supreme law of 
the land? 
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SQUEEZING THE STARVING BELGIUMS. 

It is a suspicious circumstance that various re- 
ports attributing to the Germans a purpose to 
levy military tribute on the destitute people of 
Belgium have Paris and London date lines. 

The latest report of the character, alleging that 
Gen. von Bissing, the new Governor-General of 
Belgium, had ordered the provincial Councils to 
meet and take measures for the payment of 
$70,000,000 in tribute, comes from the French 
capital. : 

The Germans should not show less sensitive- 
ness over this monstrous charge than over the 
former charges of atrocities perpetrated on Bel- 
gian noncombatants. Reprisals on architectural 
monuments and people, taken under provocation 
in the heat of attack, will be more easily con- 
doned than tribute wrested in cold blood from 
those who iack the very means of sustenance. 
To collect at the point of the bayonet the huge 
sum mentioned in the Paris dispatch would be 
equivalent to taking from Belgian mouths the 
bread which a world-wide response to their mis- 
eries has contributed to keep them alive. Un- 
less the peonle are to perish, for every dollar 
swatched from them in their present condition of 

, the philanthropy of the world must con- 
ribute as much bread as a dollar would buy.

IF ST. LOUIS HAD HOME RULE 

The report that one Democratic faction is prom- 
ising to support Gov. Major for Senator if he will 
reorganize the Police and Excise Departments and | 
place both in the control of appointees to be dic- 
tated by the leaders of the faction, has noth- 
ing of inherent improbability. 

Whatever the attitude of the Governor toward 
the plot, it is known that support is being solicit- 
ed for a movement to bring about changes in the | 
departments. It would not be surprising if it 
had assumed this form of bald barter and sale— 
So much local support from the faction for so 
much patronage in St. Louis offices whose ap- 
pointment is vested in Jefferson City. 

It is to Gov. Major’s credit if, as is asserted, 
he is giving no countenance to the deal, but just 
such disgraceful proposals are to be expected as 
long as St. Louis is denied home rule and direc- 
tion of two of the most important departments 
of the city is entrusted to the State government. 
The essence of the plan is that vital St. Lotis 
interests shall be subordinated to the contingen- 
cies of State politics. 

A reorganization that might jeopardize efficien- 
cy and would certainly involve the policies of 
the departments in uncertainty is insisted on 
and for what? That a local faction may gain 
advantage and a new factor introduced into a 
campaign for the Senate. 

In other words, these two great municipal de- 
partments are to be used as pawns in State 
games of political chess. A reorganization with 
such a motive would be demoralizing to both de- 
partments, even if no wholesale changes in meth- 
ods and in the personnel of employes was planned. 
The responsibility for municipal functions should 
be placed in an authority very close to the peo- 
ple. . 
Great gains in the efficiency of the police de- 
partment would unquestionably resuit through 
placing the appointment of the commissioners in 
the hands of the Mayor. The effort to obtain 
genuine home rule for St. Louis must be vig- 
orously renewed. 
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FOR A HOBBLELESS CONSTITUTION. 
It is significant that the latest recommendation 


for a convention to revise the Missouri Consti- 
tution and put it on an up-to-date working basis 
comes from the Code Commission, which has de- 
voted studious and laborious effort to the prob- 
lem of simplifying judicial procedure. 

Important court reforms can be advanced by 
amendment of the statutes and by authorizing 
the Supreme Court to exercise a more complete 
supervision over the practice of inferior courts. 
But to that radical overhauling of the entire ju- 
dicial system which would permit a full realiza- 
tion of the objects the Code Commission is pro- 
moting, the Constitution is a bar. 

Attempts to revise the instrument on the in- 
stallment plan by amendment have been and are 
likely to continue a failure. St. Louis having 
superseded its charter, adopted a few months 
after the adoption of the present Constitution, 
every incentive is given to continue the effort 
for calling the State’s “Board of Freeholders” 
ic session. When the people come to under- 
stand that a constitutional convention can be an 
important aid in reducing the time and money 
wastage of litigation and removing other barriers 


sent. 

The metropolis of Missouri now has a hobble- 
less charter. Missouri should have a hobbleless 
Constitution. 

RIGHTS OF ARKANSAS MAUDS. 
One of the heaviest blows ever aimed at the 


sacred liberties of the Arkansas mule has just 
been repelled by the judiciary of that State.

Official Records Show That 
Fireball King Is Still Most En- 
during Pitcher in Baseball. 


By W. J. O’Connor. 


This fellow Walter Johnson, who 
cleared the Federal League hurdle in 
pursuit of a $3500 bait hela out by Joe 
Tinker of the Chifeds, who offered $20,- 
000 per annum against Washington's bid 
of $16,500, should make quite a pitcher 
despite the disparaging remarks of Ban 
Johnson and Clarke Griffith. , 
True, the Fireball King didn’t have 
such a roaring record last season. All 
he did was to officiate in 51 games, one- 
third of all the battles fought by the 
Griffmen, working in exactly 3722-3 in- 
nings. He only fanned 225 batters and 
yielded an average of 1.71 earned runs a 
game, but just the same he should 
prove a big help to the outlaws. 
Indeed, Ossip, the official pitching 
Statistics of the American League just 
about show Walter Johnson the busiest 
pitcher in baseball today. He at least 
was the iron man of the past season. 
His feat of breaking into 51 box scores 
is rivaled only by Larry Cheney of the 
Cubs, who pitched himself into an at- 
tack of lumbago by working in 50 
games. Johnson's total of 372 innings 
is so far better than any other that 
comparisons are silly. Alexander of the 
Phils worked in 214 rounds and is second. 


Leonard’s Great Record. 


Probably the most meritorious record 
in either league is that hung up by 
Hubert Leonard, the young southpaw of 


the Red Sox. He worked in 35 games 
before being injured and yielded the re- 
markably low average of 1.01 runs per 
game, topping both ieagues. Foster, his 
teammate, a former Brownie, ran sec- 
ond with an average of 1.65. Johnson 
flashed in third place. 

Leonard was touched for 34 runs 
in 221 innings, of these being 
earned. He tanned 174 batters and 
walked only 60. 

Carl Weilman topped the Browns 
for efficiency, being ranked tenth 
among the regular hurlers of the 
American League. He worked in 307 
innings and was found for an aver- 
age of 2.12 earned runs per game. 
Bender, although he led the league 
in winning percentage, is ranked 
twelfth on the efficiency test. Bill 
James, who proved the hero of the 
all-star tour, being the winntng 
pitcher of the A. L. team, nosed into 
the thirty-secgnd harbor.
